Preliminary to the May Day exer­ 
cises, un innovation in local public 
schools, a health crusade, with its 
objective the raising of health stand­ 
ards among the first six grades, will 
be conducted during 
the 
last 
six 
weeks of the term, according to an­ 
nouncement today by Superintendent 
S. E. Daw. 
Every child meeting requirements 
outlined by school authorities will be 
awarded a badge, or health medal, at 
the May Day exercises. The teachers 
will make a daily check of all the 
children of their classes during the 
period set aside for physical educa­ 
tion and will report to tile building 


principal at the end of the period the 
names of all children who have mot 
the requirements. 
The health period will besiu Thurs­ 
day and conclude Wednesday, May 9. 
Here are the requirements: 
Geenral health—Good standing and 
sitting posture; 
a 
clean body and 
clear skin; hair brushed and free from 
all vermin; freedom from all contag­ 
ious and infectious diseases. 
Remedial defects—Hearing must be 
normal; teeth must be sound or tile 
child must have a statement by his 
dentist showing that Hie necessary 
corrective work lias been done dur­ 
ing the past six months; 
"did must 
breathe freely through tL * 
ise with 
mouth closed; vision must . 
normal 
or glasses provided that will correct 
the visual defect: nails must be clean 
and free from biting; statement, lf 
necessary, from doctor that tonsils 
are healthy. 
Health habits—Child must have at 


least IO hours' of sleep daily; sleep­ 
ing must be done with windows open; 
teeth must be brushed at least twice 
each day; child must drink milk each 
day and avoid tea or coffee; a full 
bath must be taken a t least twice a 
week. 
Weight—-The weight must be within 
the safety zone, which allows 20 per­ 
cent above or IO below. 
Scholarship—The scholarship of the 
student must meet such standard as 
the teacher has a right to expect. 
Attendance—The absence for the 
period must not exceed oh** day.
